‘There‘appears to be an 
idea grafted into the officinl mind thats 
British Consul is not- necessary at any 
particular port unless there be. British 
subjects whoso interests it is necessary to 
oppose, We -have already pointed out 
the immense. necessity which exists for 
our maintaining at every available spot 
a'representative of Her Majesty's Goy- 
ernment, no matter whether there bea 
mercantile house established there or 
not, This expression of opinion has been 
unanimously endorsed by all whose know- 
ledge of China entitles them. to Tespect or 
whose mercantile interests are affected by 
consular action—and it is the more disin. > 
terested, as the merchants would prefer thd 
absence to thepresence of avonsular repie- 
sentative ab most ports, so far as their 
own imniediate Lusiness is. concerned, 
They see, however, the fatal blunder 
which is committed’ whenever any. act 
approaching ‘a rendition of advantages 
alveady. gained is committed by our 
authorities ;- and although naturally op- 
posed to the institution known as the Bri- 
tish Consulate, which instead of repre- 
senting or niding their interests is but 
too often of a purely suppressive nature, 
are still move disgusted ‘at sceing those 
whose first duty it is to ‘maintain British 
prestige in China, giving way in the very 
direction which accords with: the most 
cherished hopes of the Chine€e. 


And touching “prestige” we have of 
Jate been favoured with a, good deal of 
nausoous trash from’ the home papers, to 
the effect that we are just as happy with- 
out prestige as with it. The addleheaded 
writers who’ thus reason. forget that pres: 
tige—in an Asiatic country’ especially— 
means security for'life and property,.so- 


-} cial consideration, and -readiness to yield’ 


to our wishes on the part of. those who 
would act in d directly contrary manner 
if that prestigé should have departed. 
To use a homely illustration, it is precise- 
ly the advantage which attends the “Cook 
of the School ”. amongst“ boys.’ Nobody 
steals his cake or attempts to make him 
perform menial services, . because anyoné 
trying it is morally certain of receiving 
an effective thrashing, -. And in the same 
way our “ prestige” in China must be 
maintained in order that the Chinesé may 
tetain vhe conviction lately forced upon 
thom that any attempt to ill-treat or deul * 
unjustly by Europeans will subject them 
toa thrashing also.

~The following despatch: covers:the Rules 
agreed to by the High Authorities at Poking 
for the Joint Investigation in cases of Con- 
fiseation and .Fine: by the Custom-liouse 
Authorities, : .

Sir,—In my Circular of the 17th Feb- 
ruary, when atlverting-to the demand of the 
Memorialists. for: measures to insure the 
better administration of justice in matters 
of, litigation . between Foreignors ‘and Na- 
tives; aud also in vase of dispute with the 
Custom House Authorities, L informed you 
that the four Rules affecting the latter 
were under consideration and 1 -hoped 
shorlly.to. send you the provisions to this 
end, theu.under. revision, with special in- 
struction as to their general bearing and 
application. aie 

Inow jprocéed to fulfil the promise held 
out, by communigating the -final arrange- 
tients” outered into. with His Imperial 
Highiiess the Prince of Kung, ou the mode 
of procedure, which in, concert with tho 
Foreign Legations generally, it’ has been 
determined: may most advantageously ‘ be- 
adopted for the settlement of cases of dis- 
pute at the several Ports with Custom

The-Chamber. of Commetee ut Hongkong 
having “from the very ‘first denied ‘this 
rizht,” as they allege, does not made ite-ex- 
istenec less certain.. Nor is the continual 
refusnal of the Memorinlists to recognize it, 
in any: way calculaied to affect the question 
of validity. — ere 

So also in their objection to the adjudica- 
tion: of cases of- canfiscation ‘in a Mixed 
Court, thereby limiting ihe judiciat fune- 
tious of ‘the Consul,” &e., it seems almost 
suiperfiuous to. discuss a pointalrealy au- 
tho itstively d-cided.against them. by Her 
guijesty’s Government, when the Shanghai 
Ci.anil:er fof- Couimerce preferred the same 

plaint in 1863 to Karl Rnasell, then Her.

ABYSSINIA, 
(From the Correspondent of the 
Bombay Gazette. ) 
‘ Caup Arana, 8th Vay. 

We cqntinue our march—or retreat— 
towards. the coust. Since the: date of 
my last we. have. passed’ through Lat, 
Meshete, Ashauged, Mukhan, Buloga, to 
this place. .The weather ‘ia anything but 
propitious, storms -of rain, accompanied 
with thunder aud lighting, being of daily 
or nightly occurrence., ‘There has ‘been no 
halt sivce the brigade left Maroa, though 
it was understood that the troops” and 
animals ‘would have a. day’s rest: at Ashan- 
gee. ‘Theve has been a great deal of rain 
at tho Jast tiamed station of Jate, dnd as 
the ground is damp and: marshy. it is consi- 
derail to Le unbealthy and likely to cause 
bowel-complaint and rheumatism. On the 
afternoon of the 6th ‘instant the Conman- 
dor-in-Chief had the steel gum battery aul 
rocket brigade (the Naval Brigade) out for 
practice, There word only a few uative 
chiefs and sonie dirty looking followers 
present, so far as Abyssinians were. con- 
cerued.." A considerable quantity of ammu- 
was expended: The steal gun bat- 
-d several rounds:of shot, shell, and 
shrapnel-at different ranges into ‘the Lake. 
The Natal Brigade then fired a large num- 
ber: of rockets, showing the rapidity with 
which.thege destructive missil’s cau be.dia- 
charged. After this & party of, men, abut 
fifty in number, of H. M, 33rd Regiment; 
fired -a few rounds “from ‘their’ Sniders, 
showing the formidable uatire. of these 
weapong, for although the party was but 
smuall tliey pdured forth.an incessant fire of 
ballets which fell into the water literally as 
thick as hailstones, As Sir Robert Napier 
had altered his intention to halt at Ashan- 
gee, it was determined to go on to Hai, « 
picturesque spot situated about midway in 
a forest between tho Lake station and Muk- 
han’ . Ageordingly, on the following murn- 
ing the briynde continued ita m-teh across 
the plain in the direction ‘of the hills. Tt 
wasanything bit pleasant at. statting, the 
ather being wet aml’ the stmosphere 
damp nd chilly, ‘his continued until we 
got‘vell up into the pass, when the clouds 
cleared partidly away and the suti at short 
‘ intervals shone ont once more. Ou_arriv- 


ter's tenia were pitched in a ‘pr tty spab 
waich wiht bayo been taken fora paddock 


as it was by beautiful woodland. sconery, 
sloping down from the mountain tops to the 
magnificent goryas beluw.. The trees,. too, 
were principally Sr, and the gurgling sount 


dispates are of. frequent -occurrence ‘on’ 


of running waters added to the illusion, 
} The remainder of the force was. distributed 
; around the Chief in separate parties located 
{ in pleasant spots. The Commissariat | did 
not arrive on the ground till late in the day, 
and as no supplies of any consequeno could 
be procured from the natives oyr horses and 
baggage animals-had to be tirned out to 
graze and fotage-for themselves as best they 
could. Until towards the cluge of the day 
evergthing was jolly enough, but-the pa- 
thering clouds warned us that the night 
would be wet. As the stu set behind’ the 
hills, vivid flashes of lightuing illumined the 
dark clouds, and distant. thunder kept 
up a continuous roll, Weing echoeul 
ayain.and again. from tha’ recesses of 
the mountains, Until the forage could 
be served: out. the time was taken up 
in the distribution; amongst the officers, of 
8 quantity of medical cuiforts, . for whieh 
it was found impossible. to supply further 
cartiage.” This, as. you. may- readily ima- 
gine, was a great boon to those concerned, 
auch luxuries as port wine, brandy, choco- 
late,. Liebig’s extract of beef, do., were tot 
things likely to be-despised by any one in 
the force, who had for so loug a time been 
compelled to exist on articles of consuniption 
of a far more humble description. “This 
being over, a wixture of grain and biscuit 
waa ’served out for the animals: in- very 
smal! doses, By this time a fearful storm 
had set ‘in; the lightning ucetm >anied by 
tremendous peals of thunder was incessant, 
and the-rain poured down in a truly awful 
manner, which in a few minutes converted 
the soft soil into liquid mud, which ran 


through the floor of our tenta ins conti- 
nuous stream for: hours without interinis- 
sion. _The poor beasts of horses and mules 
drew the pegs from:.the soddened ground 
on -which they had been picketted. arid 
roamed about in search. of grass to satisfy 
their empty stomachs, This state of things 
continued untll an early hour.on’the fol- 
lowitig morniug, when tho leaden clouds 
began to-break up as the dawn approach- 
ed. About 6. o'clock we wero all again 
‘on the-march for Mukhan, which, though 
not many ‘miles “distant, took a long 
while to reach in“ consoqueuce of the bad 
state of the road and the blocking up of 
the same by the baggage and doolies. Not- 
Withstanding all difficulties the camp. was 
eventually reached, Rain as usual visited 
us again and the night-was spent somewhat 
as all such nights: are. The fearful delays 
caused by moving. down in so-large a body 
induced the Commander-in-Chief to break 
up’ the brigade into two columns, and in 
acovrdance. with that arrangement the 8rd 
Light Bombay Cavalry anda wing.of the 
Punjab Pioneers were.sent.an in front with 
orders to proceed direct to Attala without 
stopping at Buloga, I went ou with ‘this 
column ‘on. the following ‘morning, the 
s-rouse” being syunded at 2-u’clock, the 
advance guard: startingat’3. The weather 
wasagain wet and dark, and it was 9.tnat- 
ter of considerable difficulty . to get “the 
ba-gage on the way. The lead quarters 
brigade was ordered to’march at 5 o'clock, 
but by some blundering a portion of them 
got off the ground before the baggage of the 
first party was clear of it. ‘The road was'in 
yery. Lad order, being greasy in the-extreme, 
which renderéd it diffenlt for the animals 
to keep their feet.”
